M. Beemaert, the Belgian prime min- 
ister and minister of finance, who opened 
the proceedings, said in his inaugural 
addi'CHS that the conference had been 
called to discuss one of the gravest 
questions that modern society ever had 
to face. He extended, in the name of 
the Belgian government, a most cordial 
welcome to tlie delegates. 


M. Montefiore Levi, as president of the 
conference, followed M. Beernaert. 31. 
Levi said that he accepted the honor of 
presiding over the dehberations, knowing 
that it was intended for Belgium rather 
than for himself. 


Edwin

was 
awaited with keen interest, as it was ex- 
pected to contain some hints as to the 
coui-se to be pursued by the Ameiican 
comuiÍB3Íoneri¿. 
It was, 
however, a 
purely formal recognition of welcome on 
behalf of the American delegation. 


Several delegates requewtedthe Ameri- 
can representatives to give the details of 
their plan, as the wordmg of the invita- 
tion to the conference had been too 
vague to convey any clear idea of its 
concrete object. This the Americans de- 
clined to do, but they promised to sub- 
mit their proposals one hour before the 
next session. After arranging the de- 
tails of the procedure the conference ad- 
journed until Friday, 


The conterence will sit three days in 
each week. 


There is no doubt that the English, 
German and Austiian delegates will 
follow a dog-in-the-manger policy, tío 
far a« can bo aecertained none of them 
ha.s come with the idea of making a 
serious proposal for the- rehabilitation of 
silverj ana they will assume a purely 
negative attitude toward any such nro- 
potíal coming from the United States or 
France. The Austrian government does 
not care to burden itself with any more 
conditions as to its currency, while in 
the midst of its currency reform and the 
concurrent coinage of new money. 


Germany would under no circuni'- 
stances tolerate anything like even a 
partial abandonment oí monometahsm, 
not only because the whole academic 
Bontiment of tho country seems to be 
against it, but also because such a course 
would benefit France. In both Aufitna 
ajxd Germany the ullusions of the press 
to the conference are almost «" Ithoui ex- 
ception to the effect that it represents 
the efforts of the silver producing states 
in America to enhance their product at 
the expense of the rest of the world.

Homesteaders Surrender. 
HOMESTEAD, Pa., Nov. 21.—The great 
Homestead strike, 
or 
lockout, 
was 
brouglit to an end yesterday at a meet- 
ing held in the rink, which was presided 
over by Richard Hotchkiss, the now 
chairman of the strilcers' advisory board. 
Secretary Kilgallon, Vice President Car- 
ney and Treasurer Madden, national offi- 
cers of the Amalgamated Assuciation, 
were prest^nt. The lockout had reached 
its 144th day. The vote that opened the 
Homestead steel works to Amalgamated 
men stood 101 aves to 91 nays, 


BEAVEK FALLS, Pa., Nov. 
21.—The 
striking members of the Amalgamated 
A>=sociation declared tho strike at the 
Carnegie works off. In a body two 
abreatit the conquered men marched the 
mile from their headquarters to the mills 
and asked fo** work. One hmidi^ed peti- 
tions were received and tiie men are 
anxious éo get back their old jobs. 


Four Killed In & Wreck. 


OMAHA, Neb., Nov. 23.—Four per- 
sons were killed and three injured by a 
wreck on the Union Pacific yesterday at 
Alda, Neb. The wreck was caused by a 
collision between the overland flyer and 
a freight. The freight train had been 
doing some switching, and had just 
pulled out of the Alda yard when tho 
flyer rounded a curve and the two trains 
crashed together. 
Both engines were 
completely wrecked. Tho baggage and 
K)Btal cars were telescoped and the 
reight cars piled on top of the broken 
mass. The killed are: Engineer A. G. 
Barrett, Engineer P. McDonald. Con- 
ductor J. W. Keelerand Firemen Owens. 
The injured are: Fireman Castillo, fa- 
tally hurt; Mail Clerk Lyons, fatally 
hurt; 
Brakeman 
Sutherland, 
badly 
crushed and scalded. 
Only one passen- 
ger was hurt, and he but shghtly. 


Stammer Burned, Four Croniatcd. 


MEMPHIS. 
Tenn., 
Nov. 21. — The 
steamer Hosa Lee was burned at the 
wharf here yesterday morning. The of- 
ficers awakened the 
passengers, and 
all above the deck got out in safetv. A 
number of laboring men got on the boat 
at Ashport, and they were soon in a 
beastly state of 
intoxication. 
It is 
thought that four of these men were 
burned to death, as the officers were not 
able to rouse them. The vessel was oou- 
sumed, all but the hull, in thirty min- 
utes. It is thought that the fire was 
caused by one of the laborers ñ-om Ash- 
port dropping a match among the cot- 
ton. The loss is |135,000. 


Knights to Leave Philadelphia.

rire Fighter« Narrowly Escape Doalh 
from AsphyKiation. 


SORANTON, Pa., 
Nov. 28. — Fierce 
flames are raging in the worlrings of the 
Holden colliery at Taylor, live miles 
from this city, which are so locatcd as 
to makeil aWost impossil^le to extin- 
tinguish tnem in any other manner than 
by flo^Kling the mine. Liu^t niglit a 
force of workmen endeavored to roach 
the biasing subterranpan force, which is 
2,000 feet from the bottom of the shaft, 
but the stifling afterdamp which filled 
the gangway quickly overcame them 
after they had passed the fTesh airways, 
and one by one the men fell in the gang- 
way. 


Several of them, realizing in time the 
awful danger into which they were 
treading, turned in time and succeeded 
in getting to a point where there waa 
fresh air, which enabled them to appre- 
ciate the condition of those overcome 
further in tho gangway. Quickly sum- 
moning a rescuing party and providing 
themselves with the 
necessary safe- 
guards, they returned into the gangwav 
and fourteen prostrated miners were car- 
ried out unconscious, and more dead 
than alive. Those in the most serious 
condition are David Davia. Benjamin 
Taylor, John Edmunds, Thomas Morgan 
and Jenkin Harris. 


Then another force was formed, under 
Supeiintendent Davioa, to try and g(>t a 
hose upon the fire, but as they procet^ded 
they, too, were overcome by the poison- 
ous vapors, and it was only by ha\ing 
men trailing l>ehiud that they were en- 
abled to have rescuers reach them. This 
time Superintendent Davies, Thomas 
Hughes. Carroll Fern, John Jeffers. Jolm 
McAndi-ew, Frederick Tinney, William 
Dulau, David Evans, JMichael Carrull, 
Henry Lintholt, William Goodman, In- 
side Foreman Evans and Daniel Will- 
iams were caiiied out HO much overcome 
that the physicians had to work uu)re 
than an hour upon them before they be- 
came conscious.

OHARQED WITH 
THEFT. 


A Warrant Issued for the Arrest of a 
Hungarian Priest 


HAZLETON, Pa., Nov. 22.—Thetrustees 
of the Hungarian Catholic church of 
this city 
ajjpeared before Alderman 
Gorman and caused a warrant to be is- 
sued against Rev. Father 
Kossolka. - 
charging him with embezzlement. Rev. 
Mr. Kossolka is widelv known in Hun- 
garian circles, and the report that he 
had absconded created a sensation. He 
had been identified with Tho Jednota, 
published in this city, and his radical 
statements in that journal have involved 
him in much trouble. About a month 
ago he returned from Pittsburg, where 
he had spent thirty days in jail, having 
been convicted oilibehng another priest, 
I his exi>erience seemed to have won for 
him many symi)athizers, and upon his 
return home he was given full control of 
alfairs. 


Recently, however, trouble with his 
newspajyer associates bc-gan to manifest 
itself, and on Friday he left, presumably 
for Wilkesbarre. 
His c-ontinued ab- 
sence aroused the suspicions of 
the 
church trustees, and an investigation 
was ordered. It was discovered thai he 
had drawn from the Hazleton National 
bank ^,300 belonging to the church, and 
all moneys wliich were supposed to be 
in the safe at tho parochial reddeuce. 
No trace of him could be found in 
Wilkesbarre. and it is now believed that 
he has sailed for Bremen, On the strength 
of this the warrants were issued. 


Frelßht Car Thievea Bagged. 


WiLLUMRPORT, Pa., Nov. 23.—An im- 
portant capture of fi eight car robbers 
las been elfected by the police of this 
city, aided by Pennsylvania railroad de- 
tectives, 
The detectives on Monday 
arrested Mrs. Matilda Jackson and Mrs. 
Solomon on a charge of receiving goods 
stolen from cars. A search brought to 
light a great deal 
of miscellaneous 
property which had been stolen in tran- 
sit. 
Yesterday they captured Martha 
Jackson, William Jackson and a boy 
named Williams, but who is kiown as 
Jesse James, the an-ests being made at 
Hanisburg. They were brought to this 
city last night and given a preliminary 
hearing. The operations or the gang 
have been extensive, and many cars were 
broken into at points between this city 
and Watsontown, 
The girl, Martha 
Jackson, is one of the toughest speci- 
mens on record. She assibted in the 
work and has frequently ndden on the 
bumpers of freight cars for miles. The 
gang is one of tne most desperate that 
ever full into the clutches of the i)olice 
of this city.

It is supposed that the explosion was 
cauF.od by a piece of fuse, which became 
lighted in some manner and conveycMl 
the fatal spark to the boxes in which 
the powder cans wore kept. 


The scene at tho mouth of thé mine, 
following tho explosion, was one of great 
excitement. The entire IX)pulation g.itli- 
ered. and the womon, supposing at 'first 
that more of the men wore in the mine 
than really were, begged that rescuers 
go into them. It would have been death, 
however, to have gone before the air had 
cleared.

He keeps his aystem in 
.rfect condition, and hi» stomach never 
back on him. 
He has his dinner at 
e ^ c l o u k , but, like many big men, he 


the most beautiful iady in the room. 
The future Czar replied that he was too 
much of a barbarian to thinK any woman 
more beautiful than his own wife, and 
his actions toward her from that time 
to this have shown that he has continued 
of this opinion. 
Still his marria.s;e to 
her was one of diplomacy rather than of 
love. 
She is, vou know, tho daughter 
of Christian IX,, of Denmark, and her 
name was the Princess Dagmar. 
She 
had been engaged to the Czur's elder 
brother, who died at Nice, and in this 
way the present Czar became heir to the 
throne. 
The Princess Dagraar was much 
in love with Alexander's brother and she 
did not want to be married to her pres- 
ent hubband. 
Alexaniier himself had a 
sweetheart whom he was anxious 
to 
marry, but State reasons made both these 
young people give up their cherished 
ideas, and Alexander IH. wooed the 
Princess Dagmar and married her. Love 
came after tlie marriai^e, and thoujjh this 
was more than a quarter of a century 
ago, they are lovers stilj. 


The Empress of Russia is the reverse 
of her husband in appearance. 
She is as 
slender and petite as he is strong and 
massive. 
She is not beautiful and not 
homely. 
Her nose is slightly retrousse, 
but her features are otherwise well 
formed and her eyes are bright and 
kindly. 
She is one of the most beauti- 
ful dancers in Russia, and she is as fond 
of dancing as a Danish country girl, 
At 
the winter palace in St. Petersburg are 
given each year some of tho most won- 
derful balls oi the v/orld. 
Seven thou- 
sand people can live in this palace, and 
the thousands of dancers trip the light 
fantastic toe over floors of 
ebony, of 
rosewood and oi ivory. 
Now and then

One of her gowns is of emerald velvet 
with a train of white velvet which is 
fairly covered with gold embroidery and 
the front of which is linked with strands 
of purest coral. 
The jewels on one of 
these robes would make an American 
village rich, and their value surpasses 
computation. 
In the treasury at Mos- 
cow I saw the Empress' coronation robe. 
The tram of this was of woven silver, 
and there was enough of woven silver 
cloth in the robe to have carpeted an or- 
dinary parlor. 


The Empress is the member of the im- 
perial family who most fears the assas- 
sination of the Czar. 
She is in suspense 
whenever her husband is away from her, 
and every time that his life is attempted 
her nerves become shattered. 
She wor- 
ries about her children, and I doubt not 
she often longs for her girlhood life in 
peaceful Denmark, 
It is for this reason 
largely that she is so fond of 
dancing. 
She can lorget 
herself when she is on 
the floor, and as long as the mad gallop 
goes on she does not feel the presence of 
the specter which 
continuously 
hang? 
over the Russian throne. 


I don't suppose there is a family in 
the United States which has a more 
happy home life than that of the 
Czar. 
He has five children—three boys and 
two girls. 
The 
eldesc is the Grand 
Duke Nicholas, who is now twenty-four 
years old and who shows himself to bs a 
bright, aggressive young Prince. 


With all his greatness the Czar is 
more simple in his manners than any 
monarch in the world. 
There are no 
frilU or furbelows about him. 
He talks 
in a simple way to his friends and to his 
officials, and though he is the Czar in 
every sense of the word he is not puffed 
up with conceit. 
He is probably tho 
richest monarch in the world. 
His in- 
come amounts to more than $10,001),000 
a year and he owns more land than any 
other person in the world. 
He 
has 
more than a million square miles of cul- 
vated land and forest, and be has gold 
and silver mines in Siberia, and his re- 
ceipts are so large that no one knows 
how large they are, 


I wish I could describe for you his 
wonderful palaces. There is nothing like 
them on the face of the earth, 
I saw 
a single crown in the winter 
palace 
which had more than a million dol- 
lars* worth of jewels in it, and the treas- 
ury at Moscow contains cart loads of 
gold and silver plate. 
The winter pal- 
ace is so large that ii covers acre5, and 
there is a storv that when it was burned 
not long ago a cow was discovered in 
one of the unused rooms where a ser- 
vant had been keeping it and the people 
of the palace knew nothing about it.

This catcher is a ccreat invention. 
It 
is simply a sort of two-tined 
pitchfork

is done up in a special sack, strapped in 
the middle to make it 
narrow-waisted, 
so as to slip way into the catcher and not 
fall, and 
is hung on a 
scaffolding 
by 
means of turning hooks, which are placed 
in rings at 
both ends of 
the 
pouch. 
When°the catcher is turned horizontally 
—one tine, as it were, sticks out, and 
the narrow part of the sack slides up into 
the crutch, when 
the 
catcher 
hits it, 
sometimes sticking so hard that it is dif- 
ficult to remove it. 


Mail received on the route has to be 
opened and distributed instantly, as there 
may be something for the very next sta- 
tion, and where the train runs fast it re- 
quires some lively work to get the pouches 
ready. 


The letters that are scattering—tha'- is. 
few 
for any one 
town—are tied 
in a 
bundle and addressed simply to the road, 
as'^Ogdenand San Fran." 
These are 
placed to one side in the distributio.n and 
have to be 
worked'' in the letter case. 
This case has innumerable pigeon-holes, 
each one 
lab;tled for a town or a mail 
route, 
and 
there 
again 
the 
accurate 
knowledge of every burg in the State is 
required; for all those letters must be 
separated, examined and posted in the 
case without the slightest delay. 
Subse- 
quently they are again tied into bundles 
and thrown into sacks for their destina- 
tion. 


Errors are rigidly

Registered packages are treated with 
unbounded precaution. 
Every man Who 
receives one in its transit must examine 
its condition and then give a receipt to 
the last man, make out and forward one 
for himself, keep a special record of 
it 
in a book provided for the purpose

include it in his trip report. 
He is re- 
quired to keep a receipt for it for 
five 
years, as in tracing a lost one every re- 
ccipt must be shown until the 
responsi- 
ble person is found.

Â£':midnîrrfit; ói3c '.H'l'sWt •"a-",Vv'òuhded 
man r6de into our eamp on the Smoky 
Uiil.forko'f tlie lutùsas River, oil the 
Overland trail. 
He had two-bullets in 
his body, and' h^'feihto thç earth as he 
was chailen^aed by our »sentinel, but he- 
hiid a. story to tell^ before he died. 
Ten 
mile& tò the north of Ais a pioneer had 
staked out his' claim' and set up his iiocne 
ÎU deòaaeè of all dan*iers,. He had come 
from the. Missouri River, iïnd the family 
consisted of himself, wiie, a son four- 
:teeu years old, 
and a sister-in-law of 
.ci/;liteen. 
It was almost criminal on bis

irontiers of the West witnessed thou- 
sands of such inscancea.. The family had 
remained too long,

There was, as was afterward knownv 
2.'i8Iudians in the force which appeared.' 
Within tifrenty-four hour« they had mas- 
«acrod about twenty white people and 
burnad two stage «tations* 
Our force, 
as far as they knew, was composed of 
only two men and a young 
woman. 
Their contempt for us was shown in thisir 
drst movement. 
Twenty young bucks, 
anxious to distinguish themselves, were 
selected to attack* They divided to take 
shanty front and rear. 
They laid their 
rifles on the grass, drew 
their toma- 
hawks, and at a signal (5am6 rushinix up- 
on n3 with the usual accompaniment of 
whoops and yells. 


"In case either of you need a fresh gun 
call out,*' said tho 
girl, as* Bill and I 
stood waiting. 


As Bill always asserted when relating 
our adventure around the camp fire, it 
was like sitting down to a good dinner. 
We began firing as soon as they were in 
range. Each ot us had a dead rest, and 
it was no trick at all 
to send a bullet 
where you wanted to. 
Not one of them 
on my side got nearer than twenty feet. 
The fire was so hot 
that those 
unhurt 
shied off. 


"Four down on your side and five on 
his," said the girl as she came over to 
me, "and 
I think 
they are all dead. 
That's good 
shooting. 
They will now 
make a general attack. Charlie, be ready 
there, and I will take this other side. 
Ydu men keep your places as you are." 


By calling out to cach 
other we all 
kept informed as to the general move-« 
ments of the band. 
They held a coun- 
cil and 
then divided 
into four bauds. 
That meant an attack on four sides of 
the shanty at once, and we placed the 
spare arms where they would be the most 
convenient. 
Each band marched off to 
its station, and men from each gathered 
bundles of dry grass. 
As the signal for 
a rush was given these bundles were ig- 
nited. Just what happens at such a time 
is hard to remember and describe after» 
ward. 
The din made by over 200 red- 
skins, each yeljing at 
the top of his 
vjice, was something awful. 
Each had 
his rifle and kept firing, and there was 
no checking such a rush. I thought they 
would lift the shanty high in the air as 
they swept up. 
They pulled at the logs, 
battered the barricades, and mounted to 
the 
roof, but 
our steady fire was too 
much for them. 
When they fell back a 
score of 
bundles of 
hav were burning 
a'^ainst 
the logs, and 
they 
doubtless 
thought U3 doomed. 
The water I bad 
thrown about saved us, however. 
Each 
bundle 
burned 
out without damage to 
tho shanty. 
When the smoke blew away 
the sight was one to be remembered. 
In 
retreating they had carried off their dead 
and wounded as far as possible^ but there 
were twenty-three dead still lying around, 
and the dry grass was so stained 
and 
smeared with blood and there ^ere so 
many bloody trails criss-crossing that it 
seemed like a map drawn in red ink. 
In 
that five minutes we killed and wounded 
more Indians than the Seventh Cavalry 
could show^for a year. 
Bill and I were 
shaking hands and yelling when we dis- 
covered 
that Applegate was 
dead. 
A 
stray bullet had entered the room 
and 
passed through his head. 
As we looked 
i^bout we found the boy Charlie on the 
bed, with the girl binding up a wound 
on his cheek. 


"It isn*t very serious," she said, as wo 
came forward, "but will disable him for 
a time. 
We have given the redskins a 
good dose, but they may come again.*' 


"Did you know that—that 
he was 
dead?** I asked as I pointed to the body 
of Applegate.

No band of redskins ever suffered so 
great a loss at the hands of four people.

Our reply was a

About thirty men then kept 
up a long range tire on the front of the 
house, while half a doz3n tried to set fire 
to the back roof by means of burning 
arrows, 
Nothing came of it, and after 
parading up and down and wasting a 
great deal of ammunition the main body 
retreated about sundown, leaving per- 
haps a score of warriors to 
maintain a 
desultory fire and prevent our escape. 
Wo were so well satisfied that the 
fight 
was over that we simply maintained a 
lookout at each door, 
Kone of us slept. 
The boy was in too much pain, and the 
rest of us bad no desire. 
An hour after 
sunrise 200 cavalrymen came galloping 
over the prairie to our retcue> scattering 
the redskin like rabbits, and our work 
was done. 
I looked to see the young 
woman break down then, but she did not. 
She requested that another grave might 
be dug and the body of the husband 
given burial. 
Then she packed 
up b 
bundle of clothing, secured a few memen- 
toes, and waa ready to go. 
After thiee 
or four days she and the boy were senl 
away to Hays City, and I have neve? seen 
either since.

These paintiuc;s, which ar( 
the work of George W, Maynard,of this 
city, are exceedingly graceful and beau- 
tiful in character- 
The electric lighting 
fixtures 
with two immense chandelieri 
cost 
Proprietor 
Hammond 
$12,000. 
The cut glass used on the tables wa? 
, purchased at a cost of $10,000, the 
china $15,000 and the silver ware in use 
is valued at $35,000. 
On either side of 
the entrance 
to 
the dining-room are 
waving palms on bronze standards, lil 
at their bases by electric lights. 
Neat 
one of the big columns, 
ornamented 
with ligured leaves, is tho painting of a 
lovely female figure, over whose low 
forehead her brown hair falls iu a tou- 
sled bang and whose lap is filled with 
red roses. 


The dining room of the Hotel Savoy 
was designed by Dancan, the arcnitect 
of the Grant Monument: the artist was 
Tojetti, and the modelling was done bj? 
Carl Bitter, the prize-winner of the Co- 
lumbian Exposition. 
The 
marble is 
jasper aud sienna marble, inlaid with 
Irish and Galway marble.

riovr TO KILL HUUSII AND BniAKS. 
To farmers who live ia timbered re- 
iiou this question is an interestiag prob- 
lem, 
There is a theory with 
some, 
who ought to know, that there is a day, 
with the moon in right quarter and the 
Bif^n of Zodiac in the right place, that a 
tree or shrub should be cut to kill it 
root aud branch. 
All this sounds well 
enough to them, but years of experience 
has failed to verify such theories. 
A 
sapling may be cut in the winter that 
will never sprout, and it may be (iut in 
the li^iht of the moon in August, when 
the sign is in the heart, and sprouts will 
appear 
abundantly. 
We 
cut 
brush 
every day m the year, and some will die 
no niatier when they were cut, aud some 
will not die. 
If sprouting is done twice 
a year, say June aud August, for two or 
three years, no sprouts 
will appear the 
next year unless it 
be sassafras or post 
oak runners. 


The whole secret of killing, 
other 
than i>rubbing, seems to be in sap pois- 
oning. 
The sap must sour, whicli icilis 
the roots. 
Hence some practice cutting 
the slumps a foot or more in heigth. 
A.n experiment of this kind showed a 
dccided gain, since the stumps 
rotted 
DUt in four years' time from cutting. 


The killiuii ot briars, especially dew- 
beiries, bailie all skill and 
industry. 
At one time it seemed they were gone, 
but when the land was put down to 
meadow they came up as strong and vig- 
orous as ever. 
tSassafras has been 
al- 
luded to; 
nobody ever killed one by 
C'uttino- it oil' at the ground. 
The same 
is iiu'j of persimmon. 
They need very 
diilerent treatment. 
When cm a foot 
or two from the ground sap poisoning is 
more po&sible aud qlicctive.—American 
Farmer, 


IlAUVESTIXa AND STORING TOTATOKS 


That potatoes require even more care 
than grain in harvesting, is verilied by a 
long experience. 
Unless the soil is very 
heavy aud wet, digging should never be 
done early in the fall. 
Potatoes should 
remain in the ground 
until 
the vines 
have become dead, and, if the weather 
is warm and 
dry, they should remain 
still longer. 
Of course there are excep- 
tions as when blight withers 
the vines 
and 
extends 
down 
to rot the tubers. 
Then the crop should be harvested and 
stored in a dry, cool place as quickly as 
posnble. 


Provided normal conditions exist, and 
there is no disease in the crop, 
potatoes 
for winter storing should remain undug 
until late fall, even until the last of Oc- 
tober. 
If possible, 
harvest when the 
ground is dry, and do not let the tubers 
oe exposed 
to 
the wind and sun any 
longer than to evaporate 
the 
moisture 
clinging to them. 
Wnether dug with 
a 
hoe, hook, or hbrse 
potato digger, 
avoid harshness in removing the pota- 
toes from the ground. 
One reason why 
potatoes should 
be left in the ground 
until fully ripe is to 
toughen their ten^ 
der skins to obviate easy abrasion, but, 
of course, the principal reason therefor 
IS tbat the tubers may become thoroughly 
mature, so as to be a healthful, 
nutri- 
tious food. 


The potato tubers should not be al- 
lowed to burn in the sua, or their fine 
iiavor will 
be 
destroyed. 
The crop 
should be handled as little as possible 
to prevent abrasions that do irreparable 
injury. 
It is always the best plan to do 
the assortiDs: 
in 
the lield when the tu- 
bers are gathered. 
Piace the merchan- 
table 
potatoes 
carefully in 
crates, or 
baskets, nevei throw 
them roughly in, 
and do not take them Iron; these recep- 
tacles until they are put 
in 
the bins in 
the 
cellar. 
The 
mode, practiced by 
some farmers, 
of 
pouring them into a 
wagon box in the field, from which they 
are shoveled into a chute, whence 
they 
side into the cellar, is ruinous 
to their 
keeping qualities, 
and should never be 
practiced. 


The cellar, or 
store room, should be 
dry, well ventilated, and cool. 
Do not 
mass the potatoes together in big bins; 
they will ••sweat" the 
same 
as hay or 
grain when in bulk, and will heat and 
rot if there is no ready escape 
ftir the 
moisture. 
To store potatoes in pits to 
remain until spring, select a dry elevated 
spot, and, 
wnether 
buried 
belo-.v the 
surface, or covered above the 
ground, 
always leave a free space over the pota- 
toes for the evaporation 
of 
moisture. 
Potatoes thu? kept will not sprout dur- 
ing the winter. —American Agriculturist

VII.D FLOWERS AXD THEIR OULTDKE, 
People usually make too hard work oi 
cultivating wild plants. 
They are apt to 
attempt to imitate the natural conditions 
under which they find the plants. 
This, 
to a certain extent, is wise, but in mobt 
ca.^es it is easily curried too far. 
The 
problem is simplified when we once come 
to understand that 
wild plants 
grow 
where they are obliged to grow, rather 
than where they desire to grow. 
Be- 
cause a plant grows in the woods is little 
reason to expect that it may not grow 
equally as well in the sun, 
Aud then, 
it is not necessary to wait until fall or 
spring to take up the wild plants. 
At 
every outing, .whatever the time of year 
—if the ground is not frozen—I mean 
to go prepared to bring home roots. 
In 
thcBe sultry July days I am bringing 
home wild herbs, aud next year I ex- 
pect to see most of them bloom, 


I dig them up with a comfortable ball 
of earth, cut the top« off nearly to the 
ground, and keep them moist until I get 
them home; then they are set in 
the 
border, and if dry v/eather follows, a 
little water given occasionally at sun-
